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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims as currently amended contain two 
claims with different language but nearly identical limitations and therefore objected to as being substantial duplicates of one another. 
Claim 44 is drawn to an isolated peptide comprising the[sic] sucrose synthase of SEQ ID NO:12 while claim 45 is drawn to an isolated 
peptide consistin essentially of sucrose synthase. Both claims comprise SEQ ID NO:12 and allow for other elements in the isolated 
peptide. Claim 46 depends from said objected claim, and is therefore objected as well, although it properly further limits the parent claim 
and would be allowable if claim 45 were held to be allowable. It is noted that the specification does not define what is envisioned by the 
term "consists essentially of" and therefore the term is read in the same light as "comprises".
